NOTE 


The following pages represent the results of the first stage of the Linguistic Survey 
of India, so far ns it relates to tho Hajpulann, Ajmero-Morwara and Central India It 
IS the first, or rough list of languages spoken in these Areas It has been prepared from 
returns scut to me hy the States oonoerned through their Political Officers, supplemented 
hv such information as I have been able to collect 

An cvnminafion of the List mil show that it is composed of two parts In the first 
inrt, languages are arranged according to Local Areas Bach Local Area is taken in 
order, and each Language spoken in it, together with the estimated number of speakers, 
IS stated, family hy family, as it occurs 

In Ra^putana tho Local Area is tho State, while in Central India, in this following 
the Census of 1801, it is tho Political Agenoy Tj^js difference of system has been 
rendered necessary hv local conditions In Ila 3 putann, as a rule, each State consists of 
one compact tract, winch can conveniently ho treated, for the purposes of tho Survey, 
as an independent unit In Central India, on tho contrary, it is impossible to deal with 
come of the largo States in this way Each consists of a number of tracts of varying 
size, scattered over widely distant parts of tho country The only feasible unit was tho 
Political Agenev In Ajmoro-Jforwara, tho Local Area is the District. 

\ The names of some lang u agcs.aro , p ryi > tcd,m ^black Jyp.e,.| Tfiese are those which 
innyTC called mdigenous to the Local Area. Tho others are those which are spoken hy 
non-donnoilcd immigrants Our affair is principally with the languages belonging to 
the first category 

i'hc second part is like a reversing dictionary Here we have languages arranged 
according to Pamilv and Group, and under each dialect is recorded the name of each 
Local Area in which it is spoken In each case tho localities in which the dialect is 
indigenous arc distinguished from those m which it is spoken hy nou*domiciled immi- 
grants 

These Lists are being prepared with as great regard for accuracy as is possible, but 
they have tho defeots of their origin The original returns have been prepared by 
persons with local knowledge, hut who do not pretend to he Philologists They may 
be taken as representing what intelligent local people consider to be the languages of 
their own neighbourhood They give names, hut they are names, only We are told 
that Hindustani is spoken in such and such a place, but we are not told what is meant 
1)V the word “ Hindustani ” It may be the language which Europeans oaU Hindustani, 
but it mav be something else 

Sever il instances illustrating this difficulty have come to light during the preparation 
of the Lists of other parts of Indio, and two may be mentioned here as examples If 
anything has been hitherto considered as a proved fact m Indian philology, it is that 
tho lannuage known as GOndi belongs to the Dravidian family As such it has been 
entered m the Census Report, and no one ever doubted the correctness of the entry 
But “ Gondi” is an Indian word, and mnst be translated in the sense in which it is used 
hy the persons from whom it was borrowed To them it means the lannuane snoken hv

people of the Gond tribe and notiung more If a Gond speaks broken Hindi, instead 
of tbe ancestral language of bis tribe, that Hindi is called “ Goad!,” and as such has 
been entered in Census Reports There are many thousands of Gonds -who have aban- 
doned their ancestral language, and who now speak a barbarous Hindi In many cases 
this has been returned to me by local officeis as Gondi, and it will bo necessary to test 
every entry regardmg that language, in order to see if the language referred to belongs 
to tbe Drandian or to tbe Aryan Eamily 

Agam in tbe local returns, more than tivo hundred thousand people have been 
entered as speaking “Kooh” m tbe Province of Bengak Only 4:,‘193 persons aro 
entered as speaking " Koch ” in the Bengal Census Report It still remains to find out 
if these two hundred thousand people actually speak tbe well-known Tibeto-Burman 
language called Koch, or if tbe local officers meant by this name merely a bastard form 
of Bengab spoken by members of tbe Koch tribe 

Tbe decision of these and si milar questions is a matter for experts, and it is to 
provide experts with materials for coming to a decision, and thus to render tbe Survey 
complete and of scientific value, that tbe second portion of the sobemo, tbe collection 
and editmg of specimens of the languages mentioned m the List, has been approved of 
by Government 

It will, I hope, be understood that while I lay stress on tbe incomplete nature of this 
last, I do not m any way wish to appear to bebttle the assistance which I have received 
from the officials of tbe various States, and from the vanous Political Agents. On tbe 
contrary, I owe a heavy debt of gratitude to them for tbe kindly readiness with which my 
requests were met m almost every case, and for tbe completeness with which the returns, 
purporting as they did only to represent the opinion of non-experts, were f urnisbcd 

In many cases, the names given in this rough list will db found to differ from those 
onginally given m the return sent by State officials This is due to tbe necessity of 
bavmg mufonmty of nomenclature tbrongbout Tbe chief difficulty has been expen- 
enced in arrangmg tbe many dialects and the six or seven languages usually grouped 
together under the general names of Hmdi and Urdu. Under these names, the Census, 


of 1891 mcludes all the Aryan, languages spoken between Gujarat and Bengal, and be- 
tween, tbe Himalayas, and the Marathi-speaking districtsof the Deccan Pending tbe 
completion of the survev,. I have provisionally classed these languages under two mam 
groups, an East-Central and a West-Oenteal I have distributed tbe following langu- 


ages amongst these groups —

I hope it irill Lo understood that this is not put forward as a final classification. 
Some classiQcation was necessary, and the one given above is the best which I could find 
from the matonals at mv disposal It is not original, and is nearly the same as that 
hitherto accepted by admitted authorities on confessedly imperfect materials 

TVo next come to the difficult question of dialect The difficulty mainly consists 
in tin's, that, ns observed by Sir Balho in the Census Eoport for the Nortb-'Westem 
rrovmces aud Oiidh, if wo want to get the name of a dialect, we must, as a rule, mquire 
outside, and not inside, the dialect-area There is also the fact that dialects are not 
•separated bv hard lines, but insensibly merge into each other For these reasons many 
of the State returns on which the rough list is based, simply gave ‘ Hindustani,’ or some 
such name, for the local ‘boli,’ when it had a woll-known distinct name m other 
localities where it was not spoken I have therefore adopted the following prmciple m 
naming, provisionally, the dialect of each Local Area When the dialect has been named 
in the local return, I hai o usually given that name When it has not been given, I 
have endeavoured to find out what it is called elsewhere, and have provisionally adopted 
tint name for the purpose of this rough list When neither of these means was avail- 
able, I had to suggest a name myself This nomenclature is, of course, only provisional 
I hope that, with the aid of the specimens w hioh will now be collected, it will ultimately 
bo possible to make a correct classiQcation of the languages of the Ea]putana and Central 
Indiay In the meantime, I shall gladly welcome any oriticisms ^to wlu oh the m 
claluTC winch I have now given , mayJm!ailb J£flted^ 

' There is one other point ^In dmding out dialects, I have had more than once to 
make estunates of the number of people speakmg cortam of them Ontioisms and 
corrections of such estunates will also bo gladly welcomed 

A summary of the results of this List will be found on the last page It will be 
scon that, m the area dealt with in this volume seventy-eight dialects and fourteen 
lantnia'’e3 have been catalogued It is probable that these numbers wiU be somewhat 
reduced by stnkmg out names of dialects which are recorded twice over under different 
appellations, but, even allowing for this, the List will give an idea of the estraordmary 
diversity of speech which prevails in the Indian Empire
